Drain Commissioner improperly levied assessments

The Supreme Court of Michigan 
last week ruled that the Wayne 
County Drain Commissioner ille- 
gally collected drain assessments 
to pay administrative expenses and 
supported former Romulus City 
Treasurer John Lewkowicz con- 
tention that an injustice had been 

McAnally 
urges city 
to review 
pension plan 

Should the City of Romulus shop 
around for a better pension plan for 
its employees? 

City Treasurer Beverly McAnal- 
ly believes so. 

In a recent discussion with City 
Council, Mrs. McAnally urged 
council members to bring the pen- 
sion plan in compliance with the 
city charter and recommended 
“that the entire pension. pla t be re- 
viewed and quotes be received from 
other providers before an alternate 
plan is adopted.” 

Mrs. McAnally also was per- 
turbed that certain amendments 
were made to the pension plan by 
“persons other than those desig- 
nated and those who have the pow- 
er” to do so. 

Between 150 to 200 city employes 
are covered in the plan between the 
city and The Manufacturers Life In- 
surance Company, a corporation 
whose headquarters are located in 
Toronto, Canada. 

According to a May 17, 1966 re- 
solution adopted by council , the city 
treasurer is responsible for admi- 
nistrating the pension plan. 

“However, in researching the re- 
cords,” Mrs. McAnally said, “I can 
find only one incident where the city 
treasurer has functioned in that 
capacity and that was in 1970 where 
he signed an amendment.’ (Mrs. 
McAnally took office in 1979). 

“However, there have been many 
amendments to the plan, and in my 
view improperly signed if the re- 
solution of 1966 still prevails. 

“My question is that not that we 
should do away with any of these 
things, but that they should be done 
properly and legally for the secur- 
ity of the pension plan, and for the 
secruity of the employes who are 
members of it,” Mrs. McAnally 
said. 

Mrs. McAnally stressed that if 
council and the amdinistration 
doesn’t move toward that direction, 
“then they should legally relieve 
the city treasurer of that respon- 
sibly.” 

“Also, equally important,” McA- 
nally continued, “I want to be sure 
that these amendments (to the pen- 
sion plan) are good for the people 
and are bona fide amendments in 
good standing in court. But if they 
are signed by persons other than 
those designated and those who 
have the power or the authority to 
sign them, I’m thinking that they 
may not be worth the paper they are 
written on.” 

At least one member of council, 
John Lewkowicz, expressed con- 
cern that if the city voted to change 
insurance carriers at this time the 
accumulated benefits totalling 
more than $500,000 would be lost . He 
asked council to delay any action on 
the pension plan until a thorough 
study was made and presented to 
council. 

Mrs. McAnally specifically felt 
that amendments to the pension 
plan that brought employees from 
the local District Court and an 
amendment where an employe was

A majority of local representa- 
tives to the Peoples Community 
Hospital Authority are opposed to a 
plan, which would force the PCHA 
to return some $22 million in surplus 
funds to 24 member communities. 

Many of those polled by The 
Associated Newspapers questioned 
the legality of such a move, citing 
the need to make payments on bond 
indebtedness amassed through the 
construction of the authority’s five 
hospitals. (See Chart. Page A-3). 

Robert McLachlan, Dearborn 
Heights city clerk and one of 47 
PCHA board members, said his 
proposal would affect only $22 mil- 
lion of nearly $30 million in surplus 
funds. Although his resolution to au- 
thorize a return of the monies to loc- 
al governmental units was ruled out 
of order last week because it failed 
to appear as an agenda item, 
McLachlan s plan will appear be- 
fore the board at its September 
meeting. 

According to the resolution, funds 
would be distributed on a one-time 
arrangement based on the assessed 
valuation of each community. 
McLachlan said monies for area 
communities would be earmarked 
as follows: Belleville. $88,000, 
Huron Township. $286,000; Inkster. 
$550,000: Romulus. $1,210,000: 
Sumpter Township. $220,000; Van 


gaily levied assessments against

“General economic condi- 
tions are playing havoc with local 
governmental bodies leading to a 
reduction in personnel and ser- 
vices. This would help put them in a 
healthy fiscal position. 

“Giving the money back would 
still leave approximately a $7 mil- 
lion cushion,” he added, “that is 
more than adequate and actually 


City Council last night was to take 
up the issue of the ban on arcade 
licenses. Council, upon the request 
of councilman John Lewkowicz re- 
cently placed a moratorium on the 
issuance of licenses until an ordi- 
nance is adopted by the city. 

One of the stumbling blocks in lift- 
ing the moratorium is the proposed 
language in the ordinance. Lewko- 
wicz has asked for wording in the 
ordinance that would establish 
strict controls by the city over all 
arcades

in the Michigan Supreme Court and 
had several legal ramifications. It 
was the first time a city treasurer of 
a community withheld taxes from 
the county if the treasurer truly be- 
lieved that the taxes were improp- 
erly assessed,” Lewkowicz said. 

“Obviously I am very happy and 
pleased to report that the taxpayers 
of Romulus and the communities in- 
volved have won a key lawsuit 
which means that we will get 
monies returned to us.” 

Lewkowicz said that through 
attorney Harry S. Ellman, who 
argued the case successfully for the 
city, the city would proceed to rep- 
resent the class of affected tax- 
payers in Wayne County Circuit 
Court for a refund of approximately 
$650,000. 

“The Drain Commissioner’s 
administrative costs should 
obviously come from the Wayne 
County general budget and not from 
us. The law was changed in 1976 to 
make sure that such acts do not 
occur in the future, and this^Suit 
caused the law to ne in effect. _T ' 

“And I want to commend the 
courts, including the Michigan Sup- 
reme Court for a job well done and 
also commend the law offices of 
Harry S. Ellman, who represented 
the treasurer and the taxpayers of 
Romulus.” 

In November of 1976, the Court of 
Appeals released its opinion stating 
that Lewkowicz. through his attor- 
ney. was correct in bringing the ac- 
tion before the Wayne County Cir- 
cuit Court rather than the Michigan 
Tax Tribual. Usually, all tax ques- 
tions and questions on assessments 
end with the Tribunal. 

The Drain Commissioner, not 
satisfied with the lower court s 
opinion, petitioned the Supreme 
Court which, on July 2, 1982, ruled 
against him and in favor of Romu- 
lus and the other participating com- 
munities. 
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be approved without a public hear- 
ing or notice. There would be no 
necessary notification to residents 
or citizens in the area where the 
arcade is to be established And the 
arcade owner would not have to get 
approval from 51% of the residents 
within a 1 ,000 foot radius in order to 
install these machines 
“These are all necessary stipula- 
tions for those who are applying 
under the A* type license I want 
them to be covered in the “B I feel 
we need a strong arcade ordinance 
and not a watered dow n one in order 
to protect the best interest of the 
citizens of Romulus.’

‘Rebate proposal’ triggers PCHA controversy

limitations involved — by law we 
must maintain a surplus to protect 
the bond indebtedness.’’ 

In addition to the legal uncertain- 
ty surrounding the proposal, the 
potential financial rebate has 
raised a philosophical difference of 
opinion on the purpose of the Au- 
thority, which is financed in part by 
a 4/10 of a mill levy on state equal- 
ized valuation in the participating 
communities. 

“This (proposal) could destroy 
the long range planning of the 
iPCHA," Norton declared. *‘The 
prospects of entering the long-term 
health care field are under study. 

“Nearly everyone has had or 
heard of a sad experience regard- 
ing a convalescent home,” con- 
tinued Norton, who also serves as 
the PCHA’s Long Range Planning 
Committee chairman. “Doesn’t it 
make sense that one of the best 
health planning institutions in the 
United States consider going into 
the long term care field? 

“We can’t do that if every single 
dollar is dissipated." 

McLachlan admitted that a “well 
intentioned” group of PCHA board 
members favored an expansion into 
other health care endeavors. He 
noted that the PCHA board is con- 
sidering the purchase of a nursing 
home facility in Wayne; and last 
week also approved the purchase of 
8 6 acres adjacent to a medical cen- 


ter it owns jointly with Oakwood 
Hospital in Brownstown Township. 

“I’ve hit a nerve with this resolu- 
tion." explained McLachlan. “I 
also favor lowering the millage rate 
to communities and reorganizing 
the board. A bill has been intro- 
duced in the House of Representa- 
tives to limit the number of votes 
per community to one and expand 
the executive committee." 

He claimed that opposition to his 


resolution to return the $22 million 
was “an exercise in real power poli- 
tics." 

According to a PCHA spokesman, 
the Authority paid $3.6 million to 
service its bond debt this year 
(approximately $30 million in out- 
standing debt remains). Operating 
revenues of $114 million and ex- 
penses of $1 12 million were reported 
during the 1980-81 fiscal year. 

Based in Wayne, the PCHA owns 


and operates five hospitals — Anna- 
polis in Wayne; Beyer Memorial, 
Ypsilanti, Heritage, Taylor; Outer 
Drive, Lincoln Park, and Seaway, 
Trenton. These hospitals provide 
more than 1,200 beds, emergency 
facilities, out-patient services and 
various related health care ser- 
vices. 


Norton termed McLachlan’s posi- 
tion a “grandstand play” and said 


any monies returned to Wayne 
would have the greatest benefit to 
local industries since Wayne’s con- 
tributions to the PCHA come from a 
special assessment. 

“We’d be giving approximately 
63 percent of the money to Ford 
Motor Co ,” he declared, “even if it 
were legally possible. And that’s 
the way it would be in almost all of 
the communities. 

“It’s difficult to argue against his 


(McLachlan) proposition, it’s like 
talking against motherhood. People 
don’t seem to care these days. They 
want taxes reduced and that’s ajl 
that appeals to them." 

Milt Mack, a PCHA board mem- 
ber from Wayne, referred to the $22 
million as a “one-time windfall that 
u'ould leave PCHA broke." 

‘ ‘Cities simply have got to learn to 
live within their budgets,” he 
asserted.

allowed to participate beyond the 
normal retirement were in viola- 
tion of the plan’s provisions. 


“One could say that these amend- 
ments were illegally added, howev- 
er, I’m not an attorney. I feel that if 
the designated people haven’t 
signed it, then I think the legality 
(of the amendments) is very ques- 
tionable." 

Council moved to select a mem- 
ber to serve on the pension board. 

Mrs McAnally said that she 
w’ould favor a change in insurance 
companies only if it would benefit 
the employees involved. 

“My opinion is that nothing we do 


in this life and particularly in profit 
motivated businesses like pension 
plans where the insurance com- 
panies make an enormous amount 
of money can’t stand some ex- 
amination. 

“For some mysterious reason af- 
ter I got snifing around in all of this 
about a year ago, the pension com- 
pany suddenly came up with an 
alternate plan that was going to be a 
lot more beneficial to the city and to 


the despositors." 

Mrs. McAnally said that she real- 
izes that “whenever you withdraw 
from such a plan there could be 
penalities, usually 2 to 3 percent and 
in some cases even greater, howev- 
er, we actually have $893,000 in the 
plan and it’s book value is over $1 
million. 

“I suppose if w'e withdrew from 
that plan w*e would have a penalty 
— I don’t know. I haven’t talked to 


the agency yet But they do know w>e 
are serious about this and they will 
be talking to us in the near future. 

“But let me conclude by saying 
this: If we should discover that we 
can take that approximately 
$900,000 and go with some other 
plan or other group and maximize 
our benefits to offset any penalty, 
and that it has greater benefits as 
time went on. maybe that would be 
wiser to do. 


“However, 1 don’t know if wfe 
would or wouldn’t. What I’m saying 
is it w'ould be very foolish not to 
study this when interest rates are 
what they are. 


“And if I'm going to be held 
accountable for the plan, then let 
me do it. I’m not advocating any 
change of company or anything else 
until all the facts and figures are 
in.” McAnally said

Keller said he sees the new* posi- 
tion as “a challenge” and looks for- 
ward to his new job. 

“However, 1 have not yet had 
enough opportunity to examine the 
inter workings of the Van Buren 
Police Department . Keller said on 
Tuesday during a telephone inter- 
view* from his office in Hinckley i 
would like to make an in-depth 
study in order to make a proper 
assessment as to w hat it w ill take to 
Drovide the level of services which 


the trustees w’ould like to provide, 
and w'hat the residents of Van 
Buren Towmship deserve. ” 

Head of the Hinckley Towmship 
Police Department for the past four 
years, Keller and his department 
are responsible for providing law* 
enforcement for 6.000 residents in a 
27-square-mile area 
Six of the seven Van Buren 
Tow nship Board members voted to 
hire Keller as the police chief. They 
acted upon a recommendation sub- 
mitted to them by Bartell & Bartell 
Associates, a firm hired by the 
township to solve some of the prob- 
lems in the local police department 
Keller s nomination received 
support from towmship supervisor 
Patricia Cullin, clerk Doreen 
Craven, police commissioner and 
trustee Tom Welty, and trustees 
Tim Toohey. Chester Wojie and

When it comes to things like 
sunburn, my mother was the 
world authority. No doctor from 
Zhivago to Schweitzer knew 
more about life’s little afflictions 
(like sunburn, diarrhea, and 
dandruff) then good old Mama 
Sorini. 


•‘First of all. Mr Smart Guy, 
sunburn comes from staying out 
in the sun too long” — amazing 
how mothers can think that they 
are bestowing on you something 
that most people have to go 
through college to learn. 

Fact is, she was right. What 
most people seem to forget is 
that sunburn doesn't happen if 
you don’t stay out in the sun too 
long. How long is long 9 Half-hour 
the first three times; one hour 
the second three times; and then 
as long as you want after that. 
Seems simple enough. 

Not quite — there is a tendency 
for light-skinned freckled indi- 
viduals to sunburn easily. This 
tendency can be overcome by 
two methods: (1) even less time 
in the sun to begin with, and (2) 


the use of sunscreens containing 
PABA (Para-amino-benzoic- 
acid). 

‘Another thing, Mr. College 
Graduate, if you get a sunburn, 
take a nice cool bath in water 
that has baking soda in it.” 

At First, I thought this was my 
mother s way of getting a un- 
leavened son. however, there 
does seem to be some, as yet un- 
known quality of baking soda, 
that seems to confer quick relief 
from sunburn pain. 

Other things that are useful to 
control the pain of sunburn are 
topical medicines, like Solar- 
caine and similar topical anes- 
thetic agents. 

“You don't get medicine for a 
sunburn off the inside of the re- 
frigerator door, Mr. Know-it- 
all.” more wisdom. Smearing 


yourself with butter, cream 
cheese, or chicken fat does no- 
thing more than draw flies and 
makes you smell like a de- 
licatessen. You end up having to 
wash all this off anyway. 

“Finally, Mr. Lobster, if you 
get a sunburn, remember it’ll 
feel a lot better when it goes 
away.” This is the kind of wis- 
dom that Disraeli . Churchill , and 
King Solomon would have killed 
to acquire. 

Nonetheless, the idea has some 
merit — although most sunburns 
will resolve within seven days, 
re-exposing yourself to the sun 
within that time period may re- 
sult in a worse sunburn and a lon- 
ger convalescence. “That’s 
right, Mr. Smart-guy, if it’s hot, 
don’t touch it twice.”

In order to find a person guilty 
of operating under the influence 
of intoxicating liquor (O.U.I.L.), 
the defendant must meet the fol- 
lowing test. 

The test is whether, as a result 
of drinking alcoholic beverage 
the person is substantially dep- 
rived of his normal control or 
clarity of mind at the time he is 
operating the motor vehicle. 

Under the influence of alcohol 
means that as a result of drink- 
ing, the defendant’s ordinary 
judgement, common sense, men- 
tal state or physical coordination 
is significantly or substantially 
affected. 

A person is under the influence 
of alcohol when he has con-

sumed alcoholic beverages to 
such an extent that his brain, 
nervous system or muscle are 
affected, his ability to operate a 
motor vehicle is significantly 
diminished or decreased and he 
is no longer able to operate the 
motor vehicle in a normal 
manner. 

The distinction between the 
crime of operating under the in- 
fluence of intoxicating liquor and 
the lesser included offense of 
operating while visibly impaired 
(O.V.I.) is the degree of intoxica- 
tion which the prosecution must 
prove. 

To prove O.U.I.L. the prosecu- 
tion must prove that the defen- 
dant’s ability to operate was sub- 
substantially and significantly 
affected by the consumption of 
intoxicating liquor. 

To prove O.V.I., the prosecu- 
tion must prove that the defen- 
dants ability to drive was so 
weakened or reduced by con- 
sumption of intoxicating liquor 
that the defendant drove with 
less ability than would an ordin- 
ary, careful and prudent driver. 
Such weakening or reduction of

PCHA rebate 
proposal served 
valuable purpose 

Although the member communities may not receive one cent 
in the form of a rebate from the Peoples Community Hospital 
Authority, the recent proposal offered by Robert McLachlan, 
Dearborn Heights city clerk, did serve a valuable purpose. 

McLachlan has proposed since the PCHA has amassed more 
than $30 million in “surplus,” it should return the monies to the 
20 or more communities affiliated with the hospital authority. 

There are formidable arguments that protect PCHA from tak- 
ing such action, including something called “bond indebted- 
ness” and we doubt whether the hospital people could, even if 
they wanted to, return the money. 

However, McLachlan’s proposal does serve a valuable pur- 
pose. We believe that the people at PCHA got the message. They 
can’t go to the market and buy what they want from now on. 
There are officials who are watching them, and very closely. 

Unfortunately, some of the member communities should also 
take a second — and very long look — at whcr is representing 
them at the PCHA round table. 

The Associated Newspapers’ survey last week brought forth 
some startling facts. In fact, one PCHA member threatened our 
reporter “not to call him. He didn’t want his picture in the 
paper.” 

Now, is that a way for a PCHA representative to act. And talk? 

Others didn’t even have the slightest inclination of what the 
reporter was asking. They appeared so divorced from the issue 
and issues of the PCHA that we began to wonder if they had ever 
heard about the authority or had attended a meeting. 

Could it be this reason that the PCHA has had a ‘ ‘carte blanch ' ’ 
for more than four decades? That the checks and balances are 
not there? 

One clerk told our reporter, "Our representative (to the 
PCHA) said the opposite of what this board had instructed him to 
do.” 

PCHA may have the license thanks to the state legislature to 
exist. 

We are happy the PCHA happens to know what it is doing. 

And. may we suggest that township boards and city councils 
take a long look at some of the comments their representatives 
are quoted as saying on this page in the past week. They might 
find them revealing.

Give some of the land back to the people

There’s a monkey wrench in the 
government’s recent plan to sell 
surplus federal land. 

Sure, the deal could reduce our 
trillion-dollar deficit. But it again 
raises the specter of a far-off feder- 
al presence making decisions on 
critical local problems. 

The United States owns over 700 
million acres of land, one-third of 
the nation. Until recently, when 
property was declared surplus it 
was first offered to other agencies 
and then to states and localities for 
economic development, housing, 
parks and utilities. Governments, 
and some non-profit institutions, 
paid little or nothing for the land. 

This is as it should be. Under the 
president s New Federalism prog- 
ram, countries are going to assume 
vast new responsibilities. They 
need adequate resources. Dis- 
counted land transfers are one re- 
source . 

Localities deserve land in ex- 
change for providing public ser- 
vices on government land, and for 
educating children of military 
families Localities receive little or 
no taxes from federal installations 
Two programs that compensate 
locals for their expenses are being 
cut 

To date, donations represent 40 
percent of all U S. land transfers 


U.S. Office of Management and 
Budget Director David A. Stock- 
man wants to charge the full mar- 
ket value for such transfers, except 
when the land is used for prisons. 

This proposal would eliminate 
transfer of land for public purposes . 
Local governments would be priced 
out of the market. 

Of course some parcels should 
have been sold long ago. 

“Existing politices are a blessing 
and a curse,” says Kitsap County, 
Wash., Commissioner John Hors- 
ley. While protecting resources, 
they also preclude growth, and 
strap local governments dependent 
on property taxes. Many counties 
are 80 to 95 percent federally- 
owned. It is vital surplus land be 
returned to the tax rolls.” 

It is popular in Washington to 
claim that the locals haven t made 
best use of 1,200 previous surplus 
land grants. In fact, Stockman 
could find only 62 sites w here there 
was any question of impropriety 
Some are owned by institutions, not 
governments. Of these cases, only 
27 are undeveloped That is not sur- 
prising since most local budgets are 
spent providing citizens with man- 
dated services 

Sen Charles H Percy (R-Ill ) re- 
cently told his peers, “Uncle Sam s 
coffers are brimming with valuable 
properties we can do without. In the 


past, these properties were most 
often given away to other federal 
agencies — or failing that, to state 
and local government. 

“In many cases, those who re- 
ceive these gifts would conjure up 
reasons for needing the properties, 
and often later did not put them to 
good use . But who can blame them ? 
If you are offered something for no- 
thing, you can probably think of 
some way to use it. In view of out- 
economic situation, we simply can- 
not afford to give away government 
property , except under the most un- 
usual circumstances.” 

It is not correct to say localities 
receive * something for nothing ”. 
Converting an Army barracks to a 
university or a Nike missile base to 
a park is a costly process. Long- 
term operation and maintenance 
add to the obligation. Most govern- 
ments are very cautious about 
accepting land they cannot take 
care of 

Before charging mismanage- 
ment by locals, federal officials 
should get their own land in order 
Secondly , they should take a careful 
look at how and why local govern- 
ments agree to assume responsibil- 
ity for federal land 

There are hundreds of outstand- 
ing examples illustrating success- 
ful use of surplus federal land The 
best are those that create jobs. 
Typical of many industrial parks is 


the former Brookley Air Force 
Base in Mobile , Ala . The businesses 
located here could have rented 
directly from the federal govern- 
ment. But it’s the city that main- 
tains the water. sewers and roads. 
Local government, therefore, must 
be involved in planning industrial 
locations. Modest profit on the land 
helps pay utility costs. 

“If a county can’t afford land for 
public purposes,” says Horsley, 
“essential economic development 
may not occur. In five Utah coun- 
ties, for example, there is no money 
for airport expansion The air strips 
are surrounded by federal proper- 
ty. Yet such expansion would im- 
prove the economy.” 

Obviously, Stockman’s scheme 
would wreak havoc with responsi- 
ble, orderly community planning. 

Among the most maligned land 
transfers is the 150 acres Clark 
County (Las Vegas), Nev , recently 
received from the U.S. Bureau of 
Land Management (BLM) for a 
police station and golf course. The 
site is near the airport. Zoning pro- 
hibits structures more than one 
story high. Yet Sen Percy insists 
the government should have gotten 
more than the annual rent of $10. He 
says the parcel is worth $18 million 
to hotel developers. Well, existing 
hotels aren’t prospering these days, 
and developers aren’t buying up 
other BLM land .Furthermore, the 


county negotiatied with BLM for 
seven years before it received the 
land. A developer would have long 
gone bankrupt. 

Clark County citizens will benefit 
from the golf course — and the jobs 
it creates. 

Now let’s turn to those federal 
and state mandates. 

One law defines how counties 
must deal with garbage. New re- 
quirements from the U.S. Environ- 
mental Protection Agency are very 
expensive to implement. So when 
Interior Secretary James G. Watt 
offered to free up federal land last 
year under his “Good Neighbor’ ’ 
program, more than 39 western 
communities requested land for 
waste treatment. Several others 
need water plants. Ironically, 
federal facilities get their water — 
and dump garbage — into municip- 
al systems. Stockman, meanwhile, 
has stalled all such transfers. 

Other laws require local govern- 
ments to provide housing for the 
poor. The county of Santa Barbara, 
Calif., is among those that have 
surplus land for this purpose. They 
have converted a U.S. Army Re- 
serve Center into 24 units of housing 
for low-income elderly people. 

Although I believe lands rich in 
natural resources can best be pro- 
tected by federal ownership, con- 
servation also demands inter- 
governmental cooperation For ex- 


ample, county officials are proud of 
the parks they have built on the 
banks of U.S. Army Corps of En- 
gineers flood control projects, such 
as Dorchester Park on Whitney 
Point Reservoir in Broome County, 
N.Y. 

Beach access, urban sprawl and 
agricultural land preservation are 
similar conservation issues that 
worry local officials. 

Under existing law, the U.S. 
General Services Administration 
and the Interior Department super- 
vise surplus land sales. Now the 
agencies must report to a Property 
Review Board of Cabinet officials. 

The president should create an 
advisorary committee of public 
officials to provide information to 
the Cabinet on how their decisions 
will affect the economic fabric of 
communities. They need to know if 
local government can extend police 
and fire protection to new neigh- 
bors. They need to know if loss of 
public access to the land will cause 
hardship. Gov. Ed Herschler of 
Wyoming, for example, has said 
selling of federal grazing land 
would cause widespread unemploy- 
ment. 

Ultimately, it’s a question of equi- 
ty. If the government is representa- 
tive of the people, it is only fair to 
give some of its land back to the 
people.

Slim tale of slime 


If, by chance, you should one 
day reach into a plastic-pak ol’ 
cooked, sliced ham and your fin- 
gers should become covered with 
something resembling slime, re- 
mind yourself that you read it 
here first; It isn’t really slime. 

I got it straight from the 
horse’s mouth, so to speak, even 
though the ham in question came 
from the pig’s. . wherever (It’s 
all right — you don’t have to tell 
me. I’d rather not know any- 
way): the stuff surrounding the 
ham is a highly concentrated 
sugar and salt solution that turns 
that way during the vacuum 
packing. It’s all a necessary part 
of the preservation process. 

I found that out after l had 
written a letter to the producers 
of the sliced ham — a company 
headquartered in Detroit — and 
asked them if they had ever 
opened a package of their ham

Which of Michigan’s more than 
11,000 lakes make up the state's 50 
best inland fishing waters? 

To find the answer to that ques- 
tion, the Michigan United Con- 
vservation Clubs (MUCC) polled 
leading fishing authorities in the 
state. Fishermen of wide experi- 
ence, outdoor writers, and fisheries 
biologists were asked to name the 
five inland lakes they considered 
the best in Michigan for fishing. 

Their choices were weighted and 
tabulated, and the lakes receiving 
the largest number of points were 
selected for inclusion in a new guide 
for sport fishing. 


Entitled “Michigan's 50 Best 
Fishing Lakes,” the book contains a 
map, profile, and description of 
each lake. Anglers are given data 
on public access to the lakes, water 
depths and temperatures, game 
fish species found in the lakes, and 
much other information to help 
them improve their fishing success.

The biggest fault with the new 
album is its cover. If the record 
• company still has him in their 
employ, then he’s related to 
someone. Billy Idol, a good look- 
ing guy, appears to be straight 
out of “The Return of Zombie 
Hawaiians.” 

Anyway, Idol has a voice (and 
songs) worth listening to, and 
you should do just that. The new 
album keeps sounding better all 
the time, but I’d still suggest get- 
ting the “Don’t Stop” EP first. 
Either way though, you won’t 
lose.

“Don’t Stop,” Billy Idol’s first 
American release since the de- 
mise of Generation X, has been 
out for about eight months now.

A bass is like an old man at a rock 
concert — he can’t stand the noise. 

Bass are active night feeders dur- 
ing summer because they use sound 
waves to home-in on potential 
sources of food. Experienced 
anglers use topwater, sound- 
producing plugs to catch these wary 
fish, but they’ve learned to control 
the volume of sound such lures pro- 
duce. * 

Knowing how much sound a plug 
should make is a matter of under- 
standing what sound that lure is 
trying to imitate. 

Fishing experts classify topwater 
lures as gurglers, splutters and 
chuggers. Each is designed to make 
a specific noise in the water, hope- 
fully one that fools a bass into think- 
ing it’s the real thing. 

\ Lures that gurgle have wide- 
winged metal or plastic lips and 
usually wobble when retrieved. 


These are meant to imitate a swim- 
ming mouse or duckling. 

Plugs with one or more small 
propellers are supposed to splutter, 
imitating a crippled minnow, or 
large insect — such as a moth — 
that has fallen into the’ water,. 
Chuggers, lures with concave 
faces, are made to sound like other 
fish feeding at the surface. 


Because sound in water is magni- 
fied five times as much as sound in 
air, a fisherman should work his 
lure so it approximates the level of 
sound the natural creature would 
make. Too often, fishermen cast 
and immediately begin retrieving. 

It’s better to let the lure lie quietly 
for 15 to 20 seconds, then begin the 
retrieve. This technique will vary 
according to the type of plug, but a 
straight-in, constant retrieve is sel- 
dom successful.

W-W ‘eliminates’ 
community 
college plan 


Plans for the addi- 
tion of a two-year com- 
munity college in the 
Wayne - Westland 
School District are no 
longer “shelved/’ but 
rather eliminated, fol- 
lowing the approval of 
a resolution by 'the 
Board of Education 
Monday night. 

The resolution, 
proposed by Board 
Secretary Mildred 
Patterson, in effect 
abandons any further 
consideration of ex- 
panding the district’s 
educational program 
to include the com- 
munity college. 

Approved unani- 
mously, the resolu- 
tions changes “the 
term shelved’ as it 
has been used to talk 
about the community 
college... to elimin- 
ated’ in the future” 
and indicates the 
school district “does 
abandon any plans of 
creating a Wayne- 
Westland Community 
College in our area.” 

According to Mrs. 
Batterson, indications 
from those residents 
she had talked to were 
they feared the K-14 
proposal could be 
brought up at anytime 
and passed without 
any further input from 


taxpayers. 

“Hopefully this will 
put their minds at 
rest, ” she said. “What 
the board is trying to 
say with this resolu- 
tion is that we under- 
stand their concerns 
and we know they are 
upset about taxes.’’ 

The proposal of 
creating a community 
college surfaced late 
last year as a way of 
protecting the dis- 
trict’s highly success- 
ful adult-community 
education program 
from state interfer- 
ence. The school board 
approved a resolution 
ofintent to pursue the 
plan and had begun 
public hearings on the 
proposal, when it was 
put on the back burner 
because of unexpected 
opposition from resi- 
dents, who feared in- 
creased millage to fi- 
nance its operations. 

District officials had 
maintained that one 
mill of the 32 mills 
levied for the K-12 
program operations 
would be pledged to 
support the college, 
with the K-12 program 
recouping the lost re- 
venue through 
charges to the college 
for services rendered. 

As proposed, the col- 


lege would have stres- 
sed vocational- tech- 
nical training and 
would have centered 
around the Ford Voca- 
tional-Technical Cen- 
ter in Westland. Space 
at neighboring John 
Glenn High School 
also would have been 
utilized for classroom 
instruction. 

According to Mrs. 
Batterson, “there is a 
great concern 
amongst the general 
population about ex- 
penditures and expan- 
sion of our community 
school district. 
Although I believe, 
and have believed, 
that it is in the best in- 
terest of this school 
district to continue to 
plan for the future, it is 
obvious that the 
majority of the 
population of our 
school district is abso- 
lutely opposed to the 
use of public funds of 
any nature to develop 
a community college 
in the W-W area.’’ 

Mrs. Batterson 
added that the resolu- 
tion was initiated “by 
virtue of the obvious 
concern in rela- 
tionship to expendi- 
tures of the Wayne- 
Westland School Dis- 
trict.”
